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Adulti who are worried about the 


generation gap and what it means could 
have benefited by sitting in on an all-night 
"think-in" at Neenah's World Quo Vadis 
Coffeehouse recently. The marathon dis- 
cussion took the question which is the 
name of the establishment — "World, 
Where are You Going?" — and wrestled 
with it through the late hours of a Friday 
night and the wee hours of a Saturday 
morning. 
Teen-agers worry and talk about war, 


racism, draft card burning, poverty and 
social unrest, all as part of a discovery that 
they can't be indifferent to the problems of 
the world. One young man summed up his 
reaction to the session by saying, "All we 
did tonight won't add up to a sack of beans 
if we don't go out and do something to 
carry through the ideas." This theme was 
carried further by another who thought 
that there might be some good in draft 
card burning because it showed concern. 


Concern was a key word that night, and 


it's a key word in adult attempts to 
understand what teens and young adults 
are striving for. They have the world of the 
status quo. the best world their parents can 
furnish. Often it is a world as full of 
luxuries as that of the parents, and it is 
certainly a better world than their parents 


possessed at the same age. And yet this is 
not enough. 


Young people have seen their elders 


and fellows mouth pious words about 
concern and then retreat because it costs 
something to become involved. They have 
cringed at the term "nigger" being subtly 
but derogatorily hurled at black people, 
while the persons involved are deeply 
offended at the rebuttal which labels them 
"whitey." They have had "patriotism" 
flung in their faces by sincere but 
misguided adults who equate a beard or 
long hair with moral decay, and who do not 
realize that their way of thinking is often 
different from that of youth who do not 
feel that their slogan can be, "My country, 
right or wrong," because of the value they 
place on what they feel is right. 


Yet despite the frustration which teen- 


agers and young adults face as they try to 
communicate with adults, a 
frustration 


shared often by adults, youth keeps on 
trying. Communication will at times neces- 
sarily break down, because young people 
often still are searching for their own 
answers. Ideas such as the think-in are good 
ways to help that search. And they could be 
even better if parents and other adults who 
are concerned with understanding the 
problems of tomorrow's leaders would 
become more actively involved. 


Cuban Hifocfeings Mount 


So far this year 18 planes have been 


hijacked by Cubans who wanted to go to 
Havana. And although the pilots involved 
have always intelligently followed instruc- 
tions and no one has been hurt, there is the 
ever-present danger that the trigger happy 
hijacker might not only shoot the pilot but 
bring the entire plane load of passengers 
down into the Caribbean. 


The United States has imposed the 


death penalty for hijackers but obviously 
this cannot be enforced without the 
cooperation of Fidel Castro and he doesn't 
care to cooperate with the United States 
about anything. Our government has also 
agreed to the proposal made by Repre- 
sentative Paul Rogers of Florida that 


"freedom flights" which bring Cuban exiles 
to this country then be used to take, free of 
charge, anybody who wants to go to live in 
Communist Cuba. But again Castro has not 
agreed. 


The danger of the hijackings would 


almost seem to make it imperative that the 
United States Government find a way to 
resume diplomatic relations with Cuba. At 
the very least attempts should be made to 
get rid of the current transit restrictions. 


The House Commerce Committee is 


scheduled to study the problem and try to 
find some way of discouraging the hijack- 
ings. They are reaching serious propor- 
tions. 


Renaissance in the 21st Century? 


In a world faced with what appear to be 


ever-greater problems of hunger, war and 
famine and about which Author C. P. Snow 
has confessed to feeling almost despair, a 
more optimistic note has been shown by a 
leading American scientist. 


Dr. Glenn Seaborg, Nobel Prize winner, 


one time university chancellor and now 
chairman of the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission, told an audience in 
Pittsburg that "we are entering a new 
phase of the scientific age which may 
herald the renaissance of the 21st Cen- 
tury." 


Dr. Seaborg sees three major conflicts 


today. There is the confrontation among 
nations "obsessed with military security in 
a world of gross economic disparities." But 
as the incongruity of the situation becomes 
clear and the desperate plights of the 
underprivileged are brought more and 
more into focus in the wealthy nations, he 
hopes this "may be the last we will see of 
such a phenomenon." 


Then there is the conflict between man 


and nature. In the past man has believed 
that his progress lay in conquering nature 
but Dr. Seaborg suggests that perhaps we 
have reached "a moment of truth in which 
we are experiencing an exploding aware- 
ness of the environmental bond. . . We do 
not conquer nature, we coexist with her—or 
even more correctly within her realm — 
and for every insult to her or assault on her 
we sooner or later pay some price." The 
growing awareness of the needs for 
conservation and anti-pollution measures 
certainly is an example of this change in 
emphasis. 


Dr. Seaborg sees the third confrontation 


as between man and certain aspects of 
manmade environment such as the urban 
complex and all the problems that have 
arisen from people living in such close 
quarters and under such conditions. Sea- 
borg does not see the need to tear 
everything down and start over especially 
"when you have no idea of what you plan to 
build in their place." But he believes that 
"it is actually more science, better science, 
more wisely applied science that is going to 
free us from these predicaments." 


We can hope to agree with Dr. 


Seaborg's optimistic view of the role of 
science in the next few decades. But man's 
attitudes also must be changed. If the 
Western world withdraws into itself behind 
a staggering and ever more costly array of 
armaments — and the Sentinel anti-missile 
system would appear to be a step in that 
direction — there is not likely to be an end 
to war or the increasing threat of war. If 
we are not able to find ways of using our 
wealth to succor the millions who barely 
exist on a bowl of rice a day, we will 
continue to be plagued with the need of 
military security and nagging consciences. 
And if we continue to exhaust the world's 
resources with rapacious methods like strip 
mining, the continued dumping of wastes 
into our waters, the indiscriminate ex- 
ploitation of both man and beast, it does 
not appear likely that the world of the 21st 
Century will be a better place for living 
than it is right now. 


Dr. Seaborg's hope for a scientific- 


humanistic era, "a quiet revolution that 
will prevail — simply because it speaks a 
prevailing truth," we share. But we have 
doubts.

The citizen of middle years 


or above, who rememt>ers his 
own college days, finds him- 
self stunned by such events 
when he recalls the disciplin- 
ary procedures at college in 
his own youth. There doubtless 
remain, for example, thous- 
ands of Wisconsin residents 
who knew such stern men as 
Dean Scott Goodnight of the 
University of Wisconsin in an 
earlier era, or Dean George C.

Any student during their 


regimes who stepped out of 
line even slightly knew that 
punishment would be sure and 
swift.

What does the black student 


want? The puzzled question 
echoes over Wisconsin. After 
years of struggle for the cause 
of integration, these rebels are 
now complaining that they do 
not have a separate student 
union on the campus for the 
black student, body, and they 


insist upon hiring more black 
teachers who will teach the 
history of their race, and other 
special privileges - as the 
majority of the supporting 
citizens of the state will inter- 
pret them. 
CAN TRY TO UNDERSTAND 


Perhaps the outsider can 


only understand these things, 
and then dimly, by imagining 
himself born and reared to 
manhood in a black skin. 


These young people are 


mostly products of the ghetto, 
in Milwaukee and elsewhere. 
No one who has the slightest 
knowledge of their back- 
grounds can be surprised that 
there is a deep bitterness and 
frustration and indignation in 
their hearts, and that these 
outbreaks, senseless as they 
may appear to the outsider, 
are somehow outlets for such 
feelings. Obviously they are 
wrong. 
Plain y they will hurt them- 


selves, and even the cause of 
their people, far more than 
they will hurt the institutions 
against which they revolt. Yet 
as Hubert Humphrey once 
said, such matters become a 
little more understandable if 
the bystander can imagine 
himself as black rather than 
white through no decision of 
his own. 
NOT THE WHOL£*SrrORY 


But that is not the whole 


story. The notorious eruption 
last fall at the Madison cam- 
pus of the University of Wis- 
consin was not a b ack demon- 
stration, nor were other un- 
savory recent incidents. It was 
led by whites. Many of them 
are members of the upper 
middle class, as indicated by 
their family background. The 
fact is that many of them are 
cheerfully able to lay down the 
comparatively high non-resi- 
dent tuition charges and dor- 
mitory rentals, and come to 
Madison intending to continue 
through graduate school — 
which is a fairly expensive 
educational experience. 


These are the nihilists, the 
c o n s c i o u s revolutionaries 
They perhaps are more hurtful 
to the higher education institu- 
tion as a whole than the 
impulsive rebellion of the 
small black college community 
in white Oshkosh. It needs to 


* be" e m p h a s i z e d again and 
again that they are not nu- 
merous. But they are noisy 
They know bow to command 
attention. They want it for 
their o w n destructive pur- 
poses. 


They will hurt the institution 


of which they are a part, 
almost surely, in the new 
round of budget-making. One 
guesses that if the University 
management could somehow 
devise a method of identifying 
such calculated rebels before 
matriculation, it would put it 
to use quickly.

Miss Kaaren Miles, aspiring 
opera performer and a finalist 
in national opera competition. 


Kaaren was informed by 


mail Saturday that she is one 
of 
24 
young 
performers 


throughout the nation to be 
accepted as finalists in the 
"Auditions of the Air" contest, 
co-sponsored annually by the 
Illinois Opera Guild and WON 
Continental Broadcasting Com- 
pany. 


When Kaaren appears at the 


Civic Opera House on March 
3, 1969, she will be one step 
closer to winning $2,000 or $1,- 
500. 
The prize money will be 


awarded for first and second 
place respectively among the 
24 soloists appearing. The 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Miles, Appleton, Kaar- 
en is a junior at Wisconsin 
State University-Oshkosh. 


Advances Her Career 


Kaaren's finalist rating also 


gives her immedate oppor- 
tunities to advance in her ca- 
reer. A tape recording of her 
voice will be broadcast over 
WGN radio station, Chicago, 
on its "Auditions of the Air" 
program. 


Months of anticipation have 


preceded Kaaren's finalist rat- 
ing. 
Ever since she entered 


the contest this fall, she con- 
tinues to say "I'm not expect- 
ing a thing." 


Her original entry was a 


tape of her voice, one of 204 
others submitted. 
After her 


tape was accepted into the 
semi-finalist category, Kaar- 
en appeared for a live audi- 
tion on Nov. 9—one of 61 per- 
formers. 
Kaaren left the au- 


dition without any indication 
of how well she had done. 


Saturday evening K a a r e n 


returned to Oshkosh after 


spending Thanksgiving vaca- 
tion with her family. She 
found a letter lying on her 
bed—the auditions had cut the 
number of contestants to 24, 
and Kaaren was one of the 
lucky ones. 


"The audition in November 


was a new experience for me," 
Kaaren said. "But I wasn't 
apprehensive about singing be-

ing for the rest of my life." 


Kaaren was scheduled to au- 


dition at 1 p.m., but she didn't 
get on the stage until after 5 
p.m. 


"Everyone sounded superb, 


and the judges were way be- 
hind schedule," she said. 


For four 
hours 
Kaaren 


strolled through the studio and 
listened to other contestants 
practicing. 


"I heard this boy from Tex- 


as warming up in the men's 
lavatory and he really had a 
strong voice. It must be true 
that everything is bigger in 
Texas."

of professional competition as 
she was called on stage. She 
was surrounded 
by micro- 


phones and faced a one-way 
mirror separating her from 
the judges. The audition was 
closed to the press and only 
parents were allowed in the 
back of the studio. 


A pianist from the Ameri- 


can Conservatory of Music in 
downtown Chicago stood ready 
with sheet music for all major 
arias and art songs. He served 
as accompaniest for all con- 
testants. 


Kaaren's first choice was 


"0 Mio Babbino Caro" from 
the opera "Gianni Schicchi" 
by Puccini. "It was a good 
number to warm up on be- 
cause it shows what I have 
dramatically and what styles 
I prefer," Kaaren said. 


Judges Make Request 


A voice from behind the 


mirror requested her to sing 
"Porgi Amor," from Mozart's 
"The Marriage of Figaro" and 
"Vergin Tutta Amor" by Dur- 
ante. Both songs were on a 
list of arias Kaaren had pre- 
pared and submitted to the 
judges. 


For her final number, she 


was requested to sing some- 
thing "more brilliant but flex- 
ible and less .dramatic." The 
only thing Kaaren had was 
"Dove Sono" from "The Mar- 
riage of Figaro," which she 
felt would be difficult to sing 
after the other three num- 
bers. 


Kaaren had included the 


"Dove Sono' on her previous 


tape entry because she didn't 
want to do it in person. 


"At that moment I was 


scared to death," she admit- 
ted, "but I didn't let it show." 


The number was a chal- 


lenge, but Kaaren said that 
she "sang ft the best that I've 
ever 
done it before even 


though I hadn't practiced it 
for a month. 
' "They put me on the spot. 
But in that one aria I applied 
everything I have learned 
about opera in the past three 
years." 


When she finished, she was 


led off stage without any com- 
ment from the judges. 


"I didn't even know how 


they would inform me if I won 
or lost," she explained. 


Kaaren felt that one of the 


best things about the competi- 
tion was the opportunity to 
have her parents present. "My 
father tended to discourage 
me in high school because 
opera is such a 'demanding 
profession," she said. "For 
the first time my parents 
could see what was involved 
in professional opera, and how 
much it means to me." 


When Kaaren got off the 


stage her Dad was the first to 
compliment her. 


"I'm going to buy you the 


biggest steak you've 
ever 


seen!" he exclaimed. 


Back in Oshkosh Kaaren 


told her voice teacher, Karl 
Brock, that she was'satisfied 
with her audition. 


"I sang to the best of my 


ability," she said, "and that's 
all that matters." 


Karren's coming perform- 


ance on stage of the Chicago 
Civic Opera House will be be- 
fore a probable capacity aud- 


ience of 3,593 persons. WGN 
Continental Broadcasting Com- 
pany is now selling tickets to 
the public. 


Kaaren's reaction? "It's cer-
